Battling With Cholera all 
Along the Line. 


Two More Pest Ships Arrive at 
Ports in Great Britain. | 


The Existence of the Disease in Ber- 
lin Again Denied. 


Quarantine Officers in New York Kept 
Busy—A Very Suspicious Case in 
- That City and Anuther at 
Detroit, 


‘By Telegraph to The Times. 

Aug. 28.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press,] Emperor William re- 
ceives exhaustive reports of the prog- 
ress of cholera and the methods taken 
to combatit. He devetes several hours 
daily to studying the epidemic. He has 
ordered vigorous measures taken to in- 
sure the Safety of the troops. 

Sanitary officials tonight reiterate the 
assertion that there is no Asiatic chol- 
era in the city. However, a woman 
who yesterday arrived from Hamburg 
was seized with choleraic symptoms. 
She and her husband were immediately 
sent to a hospital where they are still 
detained. Frequent cases of cholerine 
are reported. Great surprise is ex- 
pressed at the action of the Hamburg 
authorities in giving cholera figures up 
to Thursday as 873 cases and 194 
deaths, whereas, Reichsanzetyer gives 
the figures up to Friday as 1028 cases 
and 358 deaths. 

It is reported that the steamer Sylva, 
bound from Hamburg’ to» New York, 
landed at Cuxhaven two of her crew 
suffering from cholera. 

The Post publishes a letter from a 
Hamburg physician, making the gravest 
charges of neglect against the authori- 
ties, ‘‘Not even the excreta of cholera 
patients,’? he says, ‘‘were rendered in- 
nocuous. Victims in some instances do 
not receive prompt or. proper treat- 
ment. The cholera hospital is crowded, 
and in an unsanitary condition. The 
streets are swarming with the poorest 
and dirtiest people. The Elbe is the re- 
ceptacle for much rotten refuse. The 
duty of the empire is to remedy the ex- 
isting evils, and at once.”’ 

HampurG, Aug. 28.—Official returns 
show that on Friday there were re- 
ported in this city 416 new cases of 
cholera and 15Q deaths. Up to noon 
yesterday 128 new cases and fifty-five 
deaths were reported, but the returns 
were not complete. Prayers were 
offered in all the churches today for the 
cessation of the scourge. Whole house- 
holds have been sent to the cholera hos- 
pital. Relief committees have been 
formed and appeals for subscriptions 
issued throughout the city. ~ 

LonpDoN, Aug. 28.—The Standard’s 
Hamburg dispatch says: ‘‘The epidemic 
here is assuming truly alarming propor- 
tions. AN Sunday excursions and 
amusements have been stopped. There 
were 320 interments during the first 
half of today (Sunday,) the averagé 
number normally being eighty-five. 
The Senate has demanded an extra 
credit of £150,000 to buy medicines, 

etc. The disease is increasing rapidly 
in the suburbs.”’

A Suspicious Case in New York and An- 
other at Detroit. 

New York, Aug. 28.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.} .Anton Potzel, an Austrian 
who arrived here from Hamburg two 
weeks ago, was taken to Bellevue hos- 
pital this afternoon suffering from an 
ailment, some of the symptoms of which 
resemble those of Asiatic cholera.

2:07%4. Thatisthe standard we must all 
strive to reach now. 

‘At the same time I am not going to take 
off my hatso faras to acknowledge that 
she is the fastest trotterin the world. It 
is too early to do that vet. My Sunol, with 
her record of 2:08, has got to have a 
chance under the same conditions as this 
new record was made, behind one of these 
new pneumatic-tired sulkies. She willhave 
that opportunity this fallin a public exhi- 
bition if I live. Maud S., unfortunately, 
cannot. She is up at Tarrytown. This 
spring she was bred to Ansel, and not prov- 
ing in foal was again bred to him abouta 
month ago. 

“Iam not going to feel bad because 
Nancy Hanks has trotted a mile in 2:07; 
2:09 was the best she ever made in an or- 
dinary sulky, and with one exception her 
best performances have not been better 
than 2:11. With the pneumatic-tired, ball- 
bearing sulky, she has earned for herself 
the world's record for atrotting mile, and 
all credit to her for it, but Sunol must have 
achance. She made the mile in a common

THE RIVERS OF STONE: 


By Charles F. Lummis. 


(CONCLUDED.)

The Agua Fria region is a great place 
for bear, and at certain times of year 
they are an enormons nuisance to the 
people at the rancho—actually tearing 
down quarters of beef hung against the 
house and very nearly tearing down the 
house with the meat. | 

A few days before my last visit to the 
crater one of the cowboys—a powerful 
young Ute Indian—was herding the 
horses near the foot oi the cone when 
he saw a huge black bear scrambling 
up the acclivity.. A good shot at nearly 
500 yards brought Bruin rolling to the 
foot of the cone quite dead. His. skin 


‘was an imposing sight when tacked upon 


the outside of the log house to dry, for 
it reached from the ridge-pole to the 
ground and then had several inches to 
spare. 
Besides the béars the coyotes, wild- 


cats and mountain lions which infest+ 


that region aji make their homes in the 
caves of the mal pats, or ‘‘bad lands,’’ 
the generalname in New Mexico for 

aand other voleanic areas. It is 
noticeable that only such animals as 
these and the dog (something with cush- 
ioned feet,) can live ortravel in the ma! 
pais. Anything with hoofs, like the 
deer or antelope which abound there, 
or the cattle and sheep which 2lsorange 
those mountains, cannot long tread 
those savage-edged rocks. 

WHEN THE ROCK WAS BOILED. 

The funnel of the crater is not per- 
fect. On the south side the huge bowl 
has lost part of its rim. The crater is 
about 700 yards across at the top and 
nearly 300 yardsdeep; and you may im- 
aginve that it was a rather warm and 
savage time when this great cauldron 
was full to the brim with boiling rock. 
A terrific pot full it must have been; 
and doubly fearful when that stupen¢ 
dous weight burst out the side of the 
pot and poured and roared down the 
valley a flood of fire. | 

Think of a lake of iava so heavy that 
it simply tore out a mountain-side 800 
feet high and 500 feet thick at the bot- 
tem! The break in the crater is in the 
shape of a huge, irregular V, nearly 
1000 feet across at the top, and 
over 500 from top to bottom; and all 
that great slice of solid rock, weighing 
millions of tons (for it takes only a 
cubic yard to weigh a ton,) was knocked 
out as unceremoniously as though a 
giant had cleft it out with an axe. 

That is the sort of spring in which 
the rivers of stone had their source; 
and this particular crater fed many 
enormous streams. Of course. it is 
many centuries since this grim spring 
ran dry; but we can judge very well 
how it acted when it sent outits hot 
floods. First, above the soughing of 
the pine rose deep, pent-up rumblings, 
and the solid earth rocked and shivered. 
Then there was a great explosion just 
where that still brown cone stands to- 
day, and this great wart was heaved up 
from the level plateau, and a vast 
cloud of steam and ashes sprang far 
into the sky. Then the molten flood of 
rock rose in the great bowl and 
brimmed it, and. ran over in places, and 
boiled and seethed, suddenly, 
with a report louder than a hundred 
cannon, the wall of the crater broke, 
and that resistless deluge of fire rolled 
lixe an avalanche down the valley. 
‘ploughing a channel fifty feet deep 
in the bedrock at its outlet, mowing 
down giant pines, sweeping enormous 
bowlders along like driftwood, and 
spreading eternal desolation for leagues 
around. 

A flood of any sort is a fearful thing. 
I have seen a fall of water ninety feet 
high sweep down a narrow pass at the 
bursting of a great reservoir at Worces- 
ter, Mass. It cut off oak trees two feet 
in diameter, and left of them only 
square splintered stumps. A five-story 
brick building stood in the way, and 
quicker than you could snap a finger it 
was not. Iron pipes that weighed a 
thousand pounds floated on that mad 
flood fora moment! What must it be 
when the breaking dam lets out an 
avalanche of molten rock in a wave 
500 feet high? 

HOW LAVA FLOWS, 

That first outrush must have been a 
sublime thing. But even more than 
water a lava stream begins to lose 
force as it gets away from its head. It 
is so much thicker than water at the 
start; and with every mile it grows 
thicker still. Soon it runs very much 
like cold molasses, a sluggish, black, 
unnatural scrt of stream, with its 
middle higher than the sides and the 
sides higher than the banks... 

The process of cooling begins very 
quickly and goes on rapidly. The 
more and more slowly; 
and along its upper course (if the erup- 
tion has ceased,) a shell will begin to 
form withina fortnight and the river 
runs inside a stone conduit of its own 
making. The shell becomes hard 
enough, long before it is cool enough, 
to walk upon; and within the fiery. 
flood still pours along. 

A great deal of gas and {steam is 
sometimes imprisoned in the molten 
flow. Sometimes it only makes huge 
bubbles, which remain frozen in the 
eternal stone. I have found these bub- 
bles ten feet in diameter; cufious 
arched caves in which a whole party 
might camp. Butifthe volume of gas 
be too great, terrific explosions occur; 
and in places the top of the flow for 
100 acres is rent into 1,000,000 frag- 
ments, so sharp pointed that no crea- 
ture can cross them. 

The chief river of stone from this cra- 
ter is about tiftv-seven miles long, and 
its black, unmoving flood covers some 
400 square miles. It runs south for a 
few miles from the crater,: then makes 
a great bendto the east, and passing 
the beautiful rincon* of Cebollita runs 
tothe northeast until it unites with ‘a 
smaller flow in the Valley of the San 
José. In places it is a dozen miles wide 
and insome narrow passes not more 
thana mile. At the bend the hot, slug- 
gish current actually ran a couple of 
miles up hill. 

PUEBLOS IN THE LAVA FLOOD. 

Not far from this elbow in the stone 
river is a very interesting spot. The 
Pueblo Indians have dwelt for unknown 
ages in that part of New Mexico, and 
on a fine rock bluff at Cebollita is one of 
the handsomest of their pre-historic ru- 
ins—a large stone pueblo surrounded by 
a noble stone wall. 

This fortified town was already de- 
serted and forgotten when Coronado 
came in 1540. The Queres Pueblos 
have still a legend of the Anode la 
Lumbre, or ‘‘Year of Fire.’? They say 
their forefathers dwelt in these valleys 
when the lava floods came and made it 
so hot that all had to move away; and 
there is a dumb but eternal witness to 
the truth of their story. <A few 
miles from Cebollita were some of 
their small, separate farm houses 
in the pretty valley; and througa 
one of these the current of the Stone 
River ran. There stands to this day an

SUNKEN GREEN PARKS. 

There are two islands in this peculiar 

river and as peculiar as itself. Instead

it—lovely parks with grass and stately 
pines, wailed in with black lava which 
stands twenty feet above their level. 

The largest of these parks contains 
about 20,000 acres. There is a narrow 
trail down into it, and it is used asa 
pasture for the horses of the 97,000- 
acre ALC ranch. ° 
‘There are only two trails by which 
this lava flow can be crossed by men or 
horses. Everywhere else it is as much 
as one’s life is worth té attempt a pass- 
age. No one inexperienced can con- 
ceive of the cruel roughness of these 
flows. The strongest shoes are abso- 
lutely cut to pieces in a short walk; 
and then woe to the walker if he has 
not arrived at more merciful ground. 

_ RIDE OF THE DESPERADOES. 

Several years ago a band of horse- 
thieves, led by a desperado known as 
Charlie Ross, were fleeing from Gallup 
with several stolen animals. The of- 
fieers were close at their heels, and to 
be overtaken meanta swift bullet or a 
long rope. ‘ ; 

The ‘‘rustlers’’ missed the trail, but 
tried to cross a narrow part of the flow. 
It was a cruel and indescribable pass- 
age. They got across and escaped— 
for the pusuers were not so foolhardy 
as to enter the lava—but on foot. 
Their horses—including a $400 thor- 
oughbred—were no longer Able to 
stand. The desperate riders had 
spurred them over that cruel surface 
until their hoofs were absolutely gone, 
and the poor brutes had no feet at all! 
The robbers themselves came out bare- 
foot, and the rocks were marked with 
their blood. I am glad to” remember 
that the pursuers soon got around the 
mal pais and put the horses out of their 
misery. 

This flow runs for several miles be- 
side the track of the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic railroad just west of McCarty, and 
comes to an abrupt end in a pretty 
little meadow there. The small bluish 
San José Creek risesin a cold spring 
which pours forth from a cave in the 
lava—very much like the _ beautiful 
The creek evi- 
dently belonged to the valley before the 
lava came; and despite that fearful in- 
vasion of fire it still holds its own. 
For miles it runs through the :great 
black river of stone; now in winaing 
channels, and again heard but unseen 
in long cavesunderthelava. There are 
also in this part of the flow a dozen or 
more circuldf basins, some filled with 
water from the brook, and a favorite 
breeding place for wild ducks, a great 
many of which I have killed there. It 
is a very unsatisfactory place to hunt, 
however; for your duck is: very liable 
to fall into one of the deep, narrow 
cracks in the lava, where he is lost 
forever. 

The wildest and most interesting part 
of this stone river is up near its head. 
Everywhere it keeps its old waves and 
its very eddies, frozeh into enduring 
rock; everywhere it has its upheavals 
and its dangerous fissures. But near 
the crater its survace is inconceivably 
wild and broken. It seems to have 
gouged out a tremendous channel for 
itself in its first mad rush. Fora mile 
the flow is a succession of ‘‘slumps.’’ 
The solid rock beneath seems to have 
dropped out of sight, and when the fiery 
river cooled it dropped too, but only in 
places. 
’ I suppose that really the molten lava 
all ran out from that part of the con- 


duit, and that finally the shell broke | ~ 


down in spots. But what a conduit it 
must have been! For areas of five 
acres of this hardest rock, twenty feet 
thick, have simply dropped down and 
lie at the bottom of a savage well sev- 
enty-five feet deep! There are a dozen 
or more of these wild ‘‘sink-holes,”’ 
varying from half an acre in area to 
more than ten times as much; and they 
are the most forbidding, desolate, 
chaotic wrecks imaginable... Most of 
them are inaccessible, for their rock 
walls are sheer; but I have clambered 
down into some of them, and in every 
one which could be entered,have found 
the dens of bears and other wild beasts. 
They are safe enough there from mo- 
lestation, even by the ubiquitous cow- 
boy, who has te ide everywhere else in 
search.of stray cattle. 
CAVE OF ETERNAL ICE AND SNOW. 

In one of these sinks I made a curious 
discovery in the fallof 1891. Per- 
petual snow is supposed not to exist in 
the southwest. We have several peaks 
over 12,000 feet high; but that is not 
a sufficient attitude for eternal ice and 
snow in this arid climate. The spring 
sun makes short work of the drifts even 
at the greatest elevations. But here I 
found perpetual snow at an altitude of 
8000 feet in the strangest refrigerator 
nature ever built. a 

It was in the largest of these sinks 
near the Agua Fria crater—a gruesome 
pit into which I descended, with some 
misgivings, in quest of bear and in com- 
pany with the cowboy. 

After exploring the various caves in 
vain—finding plenty of traces of bear, 
but no bear—we went clambering over 
the chaos of lava blocks to a great 
dark cavity at the head of the 
sink. Here the broken conduit shows 
plainly. Itis a huge tunnel with an 
arch offhearly fifty feet and running 
back under the lava no.one knows how 
far. 

In the mouth of the tunnel fully 100 
feet below the surface of the flow, is a 
clear, cold pool of water, walled be- 
hind by a bank of snow thirty feet in 
visible thickness. It is flat as a floor on 
top and sheer as a wall in front, and 
runs back nearly a hundred feet. The 
successive deposits are clearly marked. 
In the severe winter of those mountains 
a great deal.of snow’ drifts into the 
tunnel. In summer this settles and 
hardens, and volcanic ashes blow in 
and form a thin layer upenit. The sun 
never enters behind a point about ten 
feet back of a perpendicular from the 
top of the cliff, and as the cliff forms a 
sort of bay, this mass of snow is touched 
by the sun in a semicircle and melts so 
that its face is in the shape of a 
crescent. 

This perpendicular wall of snow 
thirty feet high is very pretty; for, 
with its bluish strata interlined with 
the yellow horizontal bands of dust, it 
looks for all the world like a huge sec- 
tion of Mexican onyx. kt is settled 
and solidifies until it is half ice; but 
the hottest summer makes no further 
impression upon it. A strange place 
for eternal, snow, truly, in what was 
once the hottest place in the world. 
The city of Catania in Sicily is supplied 
with ice from a somewhat similar cav- 
ernin one of the lava flows of tna. 
But I do not think that the ice cave of 
the Zuni Mountains will ever be made 
available.

EARLY VOLUNTEER FIRE COMPANIES, 


The Memirs Were Generally Pretty 
Good Natured Fellows. 

“The Eagle FiraEngine and Hose com 
pany,” said an old timer yesterday, “‘was 
the first Pittsburg company ever actually 
organized on the volunteer principle. This 
occurred in the year 1704. There was a 
) great time in the village when the Eagles 

seoured an engine. When the wagons 
which brought it from Philadelphia ar- 
rived the town could hardly contain itself. 

Everybody turned out to see the wonder- 
ful machine, and scarcely an eye winked 
while John Johnson, the village mechanic, 
put the pieces together. The new engine 
was rude inthe extreme. It consisted of a 
Blain box, which contained the mechanical 
«works of the engine, and was operated by 
first pouring the water into the pump by 
means of buckets, and then forcing it out 
through the base. The fireplug was then 
unknown. . 

‘Sometimes the members of the Eagl 
undertook to inculcate morality by means 
of the shower bath. Whenever a false 
alarm brought them out they invariably 
repaired for practice to Virgin alley and 
played upon a bouse there called ‘The 
Crow’s Nest,’ which possessed an unsavory 
roputation and was one df the earliest land- 
marks of the alley. In vain the inmates 
would cry from the doors and windows 
that there was no fire there. The boys al- 
ways replied that the place needed a wash- 
ing anyhow, and this method of getting 
rid-of objectionable residents was winked 
at by the authorities. 

“When several companies had been or- 
ganized an intense rivalry sprang up be 
tween them. So bitter was the partisan 
spirit that lively pugilistic encounters 
sometimes took place, and indeed it is said 
some of the good church people of that day 
took a hand in the contests. On Sunday 
afternoon, while returning from a fire, the 
Eagle boys met the Alleghany company at 
the corner of Market and Liberty streets. 
The Eagle captain ordered his men to 
march quietly by without any demonstra- 
tion. The order was obeyed by all except 
one bully, who tried’ to provoke a quarrel. 
The captain thereupon became enraged, 
and rushing to a neighboring stable se- 
cured a pitchfork and made for the man, 
who showed fight. The latter dodged the 
weapon and ran. From that day on he 
> never showed rebellion. 

“On anothér occasion when these two 
companies were returning from a fire, side 
by side, each crew waiting for the other to 
start up a row, one of the Alleghany men, 
a great big fellow over six feet in height. 
who was casting threatening glances at 
the foe, slipped and fell down. 
Eagle man, tle smallest member of the 
company, stepped over to the prostrate 
giant, and shnking his fist at him said, 
‘There, you might have known I would 
_knock you down for looking at me that 
way.’ ‘You!’ responded the big one as he 
struggled to his feet, ‘you knock me down! 
Why you little runt, you, 1 could eat you 
for a quail on toast and swallow your en- 
gine for dessert.’ The scene was so ludi- 
crous that both companies burst into a fi. 
of laughter. There was no fight that day.” 
—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Down the Infamous Scheme! 

The arrogance and insolence of ward 
politicians when they find themselves 
dressed in a little brief authority of 
party management sometimes tran- 
scends belief. The franchise of citizens 
is to them a mere handful of putty to be 
molded as they see proper or perhaps 
tossed out of window. The right of pe- 
tition, which even the Congress of the 
United States States cannot deny, is to 
a board of these ward politiciansa mean-. 
ingless form. Why should putty protest 
against being molded? 

A case in point is that of the Second 
Ward inthis city, to which Tae Times 
called attention yesterday. For several 
vears the details of Republican man- 
agement in this ward have been in. the 
hands of a corrupt gang who have al- 
ways been on hand to stock caucuses; to 
putup slates for conventions and to 
This has 
been effected, not because the rongh el- 
ement isin the majority in this ward, 
or because any considerable number of 
Republicans countenanced that sort of 
thing, but because acertain ward striker 
made it his business to be ‘‘a devilish 
handy man.’’ He was always the first 
one onthe ground. He rallied around 
him a little clique of strikers who were 
ready at all times to do his bidding. He 
made a business of politics. Other citi- 
zens Were busy with their own affairs 
and made no protest because they were 
not called upon to perform the little 
irksome tasks of party management. 
Thus matters drifted along and the 
ward boss ingratiated himself more and 
nore into the councils of the party and 
‘‘made himself solid.’’ At the last pri- 
mary election his methods cropped out 
so plainly as to scandalize the party 
and disgust every decent citizen in the 


ward. Four or tive pale-faced, lack- 


luster-eyed young men who are types of 
their class, had been installed at the 
pollsas judges ofelection. The election 
was held in a little room of the old 
Courthouse, with only a narrow window 
for the voter to look through as he de- 
posited his vote. The ballot-box was 
not too conspicuous. These cijrcum- 
stances favored the pale-faced judges 
in surreptitiously slipping away certain 
ballots which they did not like, and 
throwing them upon the floor instead of 
depositing them in the ballot-box. Not 
only was this crookedness going on in- 
side the polls, but on the outside there 
were gangs made up of Democratic and 
Republican ward strikers mixed, who 
were traveling about the city in carry- 
alls and voting in each ward. Affida- 
vits setting forth theses outrages in de- 
tail were published by Tar Times imme- 
diately after the election. 

Notwithstanding all this crookedness, 
outside and in, supplemented possibly 
by stuffing the ballot-box and fixing the 
tally, the gang barely pulled through by 
the skin of its teeth. The boss himself 
was returned as a delegate by a major- 
ity of only one vote. 

The respectable Republicans of the 
ward felt outraged and indignant. 
They went to the convention witha 
formal protest, backed by affidavits, and 
attempted to contest the seats of the 
delegates thuschosen. But the strikers 
were already intrenched and they held 
the fort, There was no such thing as 
obtaining a fair chance. 

The protestants accepted their defeat 
with the best grace possible, but they 
were by no means happy. They organ- 
ized to prevent a repetition of such out- 
rages in the future. : 

The County Central Committee, in 
arranging for the next primaries, 
named as judges of election a similar 
lot of pale-faced young men. There 
was on the list only one who might 
even be classed as a well-known citi- 
zen. The rest were unknown to fame, 
and one of them did not even have the 
honor of appearing upon the Great 
Register. Seeing in this indications of 
more crooked work, the organized Re- 
publican kickers sent a delegation to 
the County Central Committee to con- 
fer with them. An effort was made to 
deny them even an audience. When 
they insisted, they were finally admit- 
ted tothe room. They petitioned that 
the least illustrious of the judges 
named for the Second Ward—a man 
whose name begins with Mac—might 
be displaced and any well-known and 
reputable Republican in the ward sub- 
stituted, Ye gods! what a spectacle! 
American. citizens obliged to petition 
that one judge might be allowed them 
upon whom they might rely for fair 
play at a primary election.

Beet Sugar and Wool. 
Answering questions propounded by 
a Pasadena correspondent, Mr. J. W. 
Wood, we present the following statise 
tics of beet sugar production in the 
United States:

This isinteresting, as showing how 
the McKinley bounty stimulated the in- 
dustry in 1891. Forthree years pre- 
viously it had shown a regular advance 
of 2.000,000 pounds a year. This, 
however, was doubled in 1891, making 
an increase in total production of 50 
percent. It wili probably show a still 
more decided jump during the current 
year. 

California’s part in the industry in 
1891 was as follows: 


1,946,000 hounds 
$540,558 ponds 


This was two-thirds of the total prod- 
uct of the United States. It is esti- 
mated that, for the current year, the 
California product will be very largely 
increased—some say, trebled. The to- 
tal bounty received by our manufactu- 
rers was $161,402. 

And yet the Democrats would like to 
take away this stimulus and destroy an 
industry which promises so much for 
California. 

We are not able to give such complete 
statistics on wool, as the Census bulle- 
tin covering this product is not yet at 
hand. -It may be stated, however, that 
the production of wool in this State 
reached its maximum in 1876, when it 
was 56,550,000 pounds.

INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Shocking Accident Out on the San 
Gabriel Road. 


Charley Wetzel, Aged Fifteen Years, Ac- 
cidentally Shot by His Brother, 
Aged Thirteen—Sad,Ending 
of a Squirrel Hunt, 


Gun accidents are always sad, but the 
one that occurred near the Five-Mile 
House, on the San Gabriel road, yester- 
day at noon, when little Charley Wetzel 
lost hiqlife instantly at the hands of his 
thirtee syear-old brother, Tommy, is by 
far themost shocking that has been 
chronicled for years past. 

It is in order to read a lecture on the 
boy and his little gun, but it would be as 
useless as the threadbare talk on the 
woman and-the coal-oil stove. As long 
as firearms and gunpowder are manufac- 
tured, just such accidents will take 
place. 3 

Early yesterday morning Charley 
Wetzel, who is but 15 yearsof age, 
started out with his younger brother for 
a ground squirrel hunt in the hills back 
of East Los Angeles. The two boys 
were armed with an old-style single 
barrel muzze-loading shotgun: 

They were evidently confident that 


they would bag a lot of game, for they. 


took with them a boy's express wagon, 


such as are used to drive goats in.. 
They placed their gun, ammunition and 


lunch in the wagon, and the boys 
dragged the wagon after them. 

Instead of placing the muzzle of the 
old bhanderbus overthe tail board as 
they should have done, they shoved the 
stock against the rear end of the wagon 
bed, and the muzzle of the gun reached 
a point only afew inches back of the 
young hunter’s heads. 

It is not known whether the boys did 
any shooting before they reached the 
spot where the tragedy occurred. At 
this place Charley spied a squirrel near 
the road, and as he wanted to give the 
little fellow a chance to test his marks- 
manship he said: 

“There is a good shot, Tommy, you 
try him one,’’ and the, little brother 
grasped the gun barrel and drew it to- 
word him. Almost instantly there was 
a loud explosion and poor Charley fell 
at full length in the dust with a terrible 
hole in the back of his head. A quiver 
passed through his body and all was 
over. When Tommy drew the gun to- 
ward him the hammer caught in the 
bed of the wagon, causing the thing to 
explode, and, as the muzzle was only a 
few inches from Charley’s head, the 
full charge entered just back of the 
right ear, killing. him instantly. 


Now comes the sadest part of the. 


story. As soon as Tommy’saw what he 
had done, he gave the alarm, and some 


people who were close at hand rushed 
Tommy waited until 


to his assistance. 
he learned that his brother was beyond 


human help, and then: he rushed away. 


fromthe spot, and up to a late hour last 
evening his family. who live on Temple 


street, were unable to find him. 
What the poor little fellow’s thoughts 


must be during his lonely wanderings 
can be better imagined than’ described. 
Those who noticed him at the scene of 
the accident say his face showed the 
greatest possible distress. — 

Charley’s remains were removed to 
Peck, Sharp & Neitzke’s undertaking 
rooms on North Spring street, where an 
inquest witl be heid by Coroner WeNon 
this morning at 10 o'clock.

‘Let the Board of Army Engineers 


Decide the Location. 


Clear-cut and Pointed Letter from J. De 
Barth Shorb—Sound Views Foreibly 
Presented—An Offer Proving 

Good Faith. 


| San Martno (Cal.,) Aug. 27, 1892.—~ 
[Tothe Editor of Tue Your 


editorial in today’s issue on the “harbor 
question entirely suits my views. On 
this question there should be no nar- 
rowed or local prejudices allowed to 
dominate or determine the final selec- 


tion of the place—Santa Monica, Re- 


dondo or San Pedro—where the Gov- 
ernment will, er should, expend snffi- 
cient money to build, establish and 
maintain a harbor where deep sea- 
going vessels or steamers may in safety 
discharge their cargoes, and take on at 
will such products of our sectionas de. 
mand the cheapest freights, that only 
sea-going vessels or steamers can offe1 
to our shippers. While I can commend 
your views so ably expressed in said ed- 
itorial, I am as free tocondemn those 
of Col. W. P. Craighill, of the Engineer 


Corps, U.S.A., as conveyed in his letter — 


to Tue Times of today’s issue, who seems 
to invite into the discussion of what is, 
or should be, purely an engineering one, 
the general public, and to have a grave 
question upon which hangs the welfare 
of ourentire people decided by public 
meetings, clamor and patched up sta- 
tistics. Even the average so-called en. 
gineer knows about as much of hydro. 
graphical engineering as the American 
hoodlum does of the grace of God, and 
when you come to consider the average 
business man’s kRnowledge—well, all he 
knows about harbor conditions and pos-. 
sibility of improvement can generally 
be measured bythe size of the lot or 
parcel of land he owns near by, which 
may be affected advantageously, or 
otherwise, by the creation of some pub. 
lic improvement, 

You will pardon me for reflecting on 
the high knowledge which members of 
your great profession may also possess 
but as I have 
known some of them of distinguished 
reputation to change radically their 
views in the course of a few short days 
(possibly by reason of change in their 
place of living,) denounce places which 
they had previously lauded to the skies, 
I must be permitted to even challenge 
tieir judgment as expressed in their 
own columns, as well as the judgment 
of the dear pubiic itself. 

This question.is one, as I said before, 
which belongs to the class of engineers 
only, whose education and previous 6::- 
perience fit them with the requiréd 
knowledge to properly determine the 
question asto the most advantageous 


place for the Government to expend its: 


money. Sofaras I am concerned, I 
want a harbor where vessels drawing 


the deepest water can enter, and tie up — 


to wharves in perfect safety. No ordi- 
nary wharf in an open sea can accom- 
plish this, evenif built of screw iron 
piles, which have been used for coast- 
wise vesscls with great success else- 
where. Give me and the public such a 
harbor as I have first described, and I 
will agree to pay from $5 to 810 more 
for éach ton of grapes than I can possi-. 
bly pay now, by reason of exorbitant 
railroad charges on wines and brandies 
to my markets, This price would earn 
a sufficient profitto the 
to induce them to planta 


the dry and arid hilltops now shadowing 
in gloom many verdant and productive 
valleys by their somber tones of dry 
grass, weeds and cacti, would give place 
to as many smiling and prdéductive 
homes as the irrigated plains beneath 
them now boast of. hs 

The Engineer Corps of the United 
States-Army, as a body of men, has not 
its equal in our country for,honor, can- 
dor, integrity and capacity. The of- 
ficers of this corps occupy a perfectly 
independent position; they are not un- 
der the orders of any scheming military 
general, looking for rapid militarv pre- 
ferment in popular, political orders; 
but they are under the orders of the 
Secretary of War, and are answerable 


only to him, their honors and the noble 


traditions of their corps.. Let such a 
board of uninfluenced men decide this 
question, simply on the merits of the 
various places now claiming advan- 
tages over the others, and I will be sat- 
isfied. 

If the corps as now existing is up to

out what the board -may recommend, 
Andif there should be found, when 
elected, a representative of this State, 
people or district who will not work to 
advance our common good, whether he 
be Democrat, Republican, People’s 
party or Prohibitionist, insecuring the 
recommended appropriation, then let 
the public sentiment be so invoked 
against such a manas will make the dis- 
trict and State an uncdmfortable place 
for him to dwell in!

“This boy's” father has several tons of 
fruit to harvest and depends upon his son 
tohelp gather it, and itis all wrong to 
have the schools open ata time when the 
larger pupils are so much needed in the 
work of gathering and marketing the fruit.

- will be sent who cannot be well spared from 


the work at home. The o pening of the 
schools in the country districts |S September 
1 and closing June 1 deprives a large num- 


ber of patrons from having the help of the 


boys and girlsin the closing weeks of the 
fruit harvest with noadvantage to offset this 
loss, because -there is comparatively little 
outside work for the pupils in June. On the 
other hand, it will deprive a large humber 
of pupils who need alli the school adyan- 
tages thev can get, of the benefit of several 
weeks’ instruction. 

‘In the matter of our-public scheats as in 
all other public affairs, the necessities of 
the laboring and producing classes shouid be 
the first consideration, and the convenience 
of others should be secondary. The boys 
and girls who work fora living have the 
least educational advantages and should 
not be debarred from an opportunity to at- 
tend the public gchools, when it can pos- 
sibly be avoided. 

_“Besides in Southern California, Septem- 
ber is not a month as well suited for school 
work asisJune. It is uniformly -hotter, 
the heat is more eneryating, and, coming 
upon the heels of the summer season, 
neither teachers nor pupils are as a rule in 
the best condition physically for undertak. 
ing the work of the school. In this locality 
Jurie is a much pleasanter month and 
should be preferred.

However, the or- 
dinance was a beneficent one, and it 
should again be made operative. The 
damage done to fruit trees and grain of 
this county by the pest amountsannually 
to more dollars than it would cost to ex- 
terminate all the jackrabbits in the 
county at a bounty of 25 cents each. 
But it is unnecessary to place a bounty 
on the festive jackrabbits aigher than 
15cents. At this price sportsmen could 
net 10 cents on each scalp, which, with 
the fun, would be sufficient inducement 
for hunters to wage a war of extermi- 
nation upon the most destructive enemy 
of the farmer.

UNITARIAN LITTERATEURS. - 

The address of Edward Everett Hale 
at the Berry Street Conference in Bos- 
ton fast May has been fecently published 
in the Christian Register, the organ of 
the Unitarian Church. Mr. Hale takes 
occasion to utter some very plain things 
regarding the ‘‘literary pride’’ of his 
church. Upon its relation to education 


he says: 


While it is true that Harvard Coblege in 
the autset led the advance in the creation 
of our early literattre, yet long after other 
colleges, and the students in their theologi- 
cal schools, Were close at the side of our 
men, vou could hear rigmarole talked at 
our annual meeting about our leadership 
in literature, in criticism, and in science, 
which fortunately never went outside our 
walls, or it would have made us simply 
ridiculous. I remember hearing our dear 
friexjd Dr. Bellows say once, that we were 
the **hvimn writers of all Christendom.”’ I 
went gcross to the nearest Presbyterian 
Church in New York and took their new 
hymn ‘book, to find that out of 600 hymns 
there were only nine whiclf could be spoken 
of as having Unitarian authors. 

Aftez: the Methodist Church had formed 
itself as one of the most important com- 
munions in America, it was still long be- 
fore our decorous preachers could under- 
stand that in the Methodist Church there is 
quite as good scholarship as in ours, and 
that in the wide range of their clergy there 
are men quite as much interested in litera- 
ture asi We are..g 

We had, and to a gertain extent still 
have, this preposterous glamour surround- 
ing us din our meetings here, that, because 
our grauwifathers, as I said, were the aris. 
tocratic eaders of Massachusetts, we, their 
grandchildren, are the democratic leaders 
of America. Iam glad to think that the 
audience ‘which I address sees the folly of 
this ostrich-like delusion. 

To the day of his death our wonderful 
friend Dr. Bellows went and came with the 
notion that within a year or two we should 
see the whole honeycombed temple of old 
orthodoxy tumble over. He knew that the 
foundation was gone upon which it was 
built, aud he let that metaphor sweep him 
away. ot long before his death he met 
Dr. McCosh of EF’rinceton at dinner. I can 
easily imugine the courtesy of his manner 
in approaching Dr. McCosh, on the curious 
question how much he supposed modern 
thought. the higher criticism, the material- 
istic drift of the age, affected the organiza- 
tion of the» Presbyterian Church. To his 
real amazement Dr. McCosh told him that 
these agenaies did not affect the organiza- 
tion of the Presbyterian Church at all. In. 
deed, Dr. McCosh did not seem to know that 
there were ally such agencies; certainly 


did not know that they had any thing to do 


with the foundation of churches. It was 
just as if should ask Mr. Reynolds some 
day if he were not afraid that the passage 
of bicycles on Bowdoin street or the grind- 
ing of street-organs would soon shake dowrft 
the solid walls of the Unitarian building. 
_In his closimg remarks Mr. Hale says: 
I think we have outgrown that notion of 
fifty years ago, that the walls of the ortho- 
dox Jericho were going to fall down merely 
at the blast of our trumpets, however well 
they were blown or however true were their 
message.

A farmer at Mitcham, Australia, 
claims to have discovered a new use of 
eucalyptus leaves. He asserts that if 
fruit trees are mulched in winter with | 


eucalyptus leaves they will be entirely : 


free of blight or fungi of any kind the 
{gllowing season. His own practice is 
to gather alf the gum tree leaves with- 
in “reach, amd if necessary cut down 
eucalyptus branches and spread them 
over the orchards. If this plan be reg- 
ularly followed it is alleged that the 
fruit trees will be completely pro- 
tected against scale or fungi of any 
sort. The discoverec further advises 
that all orc\iards should be sheltered 
with eucalyptus instead of pines, elms 
or other decidwous trees, which act asa 
breeding, groumd and harbor for the in- 
sect pests whicd so annoy fruit-growers.
